of horns and other noises was deafening, 
nnd Master Horace Simms, who was near 
the car, presented the president with a 
handsome bouquet of American beauties. 


The. president introduced Lyma.71 GagCj 


secretary of tho treasury, nnd other mem- 
bers of his cabinet as the train slowly 
pulled out. 


Owing to limited time the train failed 


to stop M Washington avenue crossing, 
where possibly 2,500 people had assembled 
but it, ran very slow (md the president 
was on the rear platform, waving his 
handkerchief, bowing nnd greeting 
the 


people, who cheered themselves hoarse. 
At the .1 unction there were hundreds o£ 
working-men and mechanics nnd the same 
"reeling was given to the chief executive 
on tho "rear platform.

expressed the wish that tho soldiers pres- 
ent might convey to thoir sick comrades 
his very best wishes for their speedy re- 
covery." Enroute from the soldiers' home 
to the train the president stopped at the

Fellow Citizens: I -would indeed be 


indifferent to human sensibilities ii I was 
not moved by the welcome of this great 
assemblage of my countrymen, I am 
glad to stand in this city of diversified 
industries and of busy toilers nnd look 
into the faces of the people who have 
made your city what .it is. 
This is a 


nation of high privileges and of great 
opportunities. 
We have the open Bible, 


the free school, freedom of religious wor- 
ship and conviction without restraints or 
limitations. 
We have the broadest' op- 


portunity, with every door open to the 
humblest among you. You may aspire 
to the highest place in public favor and 
in public confidence. 
And as a result 


of our splendid free institutions, the great 
body of men who control public affair? 
in state and nation, who control the great 
business enterprises of the country—the 
railroads, and other great means of trans- 
portation, 
came 
from 
the 
humblest 


American home and from the ranks of 
the plain people of the United States.

was not inadc'proh'ibitive'nnd the charge 
made that the duty was made in the in- 
terest of.'.the rich. Nothing is further from 
the truth/ The duty rateAvns made low- 
er thnn that of the previous tariff rjircp'.y 
for the reason that it was desirous of the 
government getting a revenue from thus 
luxury, and not leaving all the profit to 
the smugglers. The official 'figures show 
that for the first four months of this year 
the revenue 
receipts from diamonds 


amounted to $1,053,535 and for the cor- 
responding period 
under the 
Wilson 


tariff the receipts from duties were but 
.$241,175. 


This tariff rate is clearly for the bene- 


fit of the revenue,nnd not for protection 
since there are no diamonds found in this 
country. The tariff is solely upon the 
finished stone, there being no duty upon 
uncut stones and was inserted at the 
lower rate in accordnnec-with sound bus- 
iness principles. If the 'United States 
were a producer of diamonds obviously 
the duty would have been made higher. It 
is not the object of a protective tariff to

Fruit should be cooled, if possible, 


before shipping,- If-you bar* a good 
cave, you can cool, It The best pack- 
ages are those that admit of. .ventila- 
tion if possible, but .at the same time 
they should be firm. -In putting fruit 
In cold storage, insist.upon having the 
temperature lowered: gradually. Man- 
agers of the large cold storage houses 
are studying this question carefully 
and are becoming informed - upon' the 
matter. They flrstsubmit-the fnslt of 
«U kinds to a temperature of say 50 
degrees to begin with, then gradually 
remove it to other compartments, uatl, 
they get it to the compartment and 
temperature best suited to the partlcu 
lar kind of fruit 


Thoro Is another point, a: practical 


business suggestion. In

with the shipping of fruit which ought 
to toe ;tooked to-carefully. Always bo 
sure to get your blll.of lading. Be sure 
yoti:sand the bill of lading to the cold 
storage people.

It Is necessary, in order to get the

In 
shocking the corn the shocks should be 
made large BO that less surface will be 
exposed to the hot-sun and rams. The 
ears should be-husked before winter 
sets In and the fodder, secured under 
shelter, or, If necessary, it can be left In 
long shocks well built so that it can be- 
ted out from one end and not leave 
much surfftce open to the weather.

A'great 
many feeders put the fodder in tho 
mangers for the cattle to eat.wbat they 
want, and the stalks that are left arc 
thrown In a pile to be returned:to the 
land later.
